MISSOURI’S INCONSISTENT 
SPEED LAW 
Motorists still are being murd­ 
ered and slaughtered on Missouri 
highways because of our tragical­ 
ly inconsistent speed limit law. it 
permits cars to travel at the maxi­ 
mum 70 miles an hour speed limit 
on stretches of road where 40 or 
45 may be the absolute safe speed. 
Tin/ most recent Legislature w*as 
given a restrictive-type law* spon­ 
sored by the Missouri Highway Pa­ 


trol but lawmakers hacked away 
at it. 
The present danger which leads 
to practically suicidal types of ac­ 
cidents is that many of Missouri’* 
highways arc Federal highways, 
tied into interstate 
networks 
of 
roads. Federal highways arc iden­ 
tifiable by the outlines of a shield 
enclosing the highway 
number. 
Under Missouri law, all Federal 
roads carry a 70-mile speed limit 
in daylight hours, and 65 miles at 
night. 
Too many motorists are taking 
these posted speed limitations as 
suggested 
driving 
Speeds, 
even 
though their judgement and driv­ 
ing skill should tell them the speed 
is too high on curving, hilly roada 
such as are 
common 
to 
many 
parts of the state. 
All of Missouri’s highways are 
posted with speed limits at curve* 
and on hills, but these Highway 
Department signs arc only advis­ 
ory and have no legal status. The 
Missouri Highway Patrol and oth­ 
er traffic and safety organizations 
are proposing that the Highway 
Department nave the right to set 
up legal speed zones. 
One hitch in the State legisla­ 
ture is that some lawmakers con­ 
tend that such authority resting 
with 
the 
Highway 
Depart ment 
would be an unlawful delegation of 
power. Yet no better authority for 
fixing spot speed limits exists than 
the Highway Department in con­ 
junction with the Highway Patrol. 
It is safe to say that every auto­ 
mobile driver on Missouri high­ 
ways some time or another has 
found himself in a tight spot, be­ 
cause of excessive speed under 
limited conditions, his better judg­ 
ment 
temporarily 
circumvented 
by the 70-mile-an-hour speed limit. 
Two-lane highways 
over 
Mis­ 
souri’s rolling hills are sure death 
lanes for the motorist ¿who thinks 
he can safely drive 65 to 70 miles 
an hour. But scores will continue 
to do so. and scores will be listed 
as "dead on arrival" to add to 
Missouri's shocking annual high­ 
way death toll until some agen­ 
cy is given the authority to estab­ 
lish sensible speed regulations.

was sdll in the White House. The 
answer is that his executive or­ 
der was not published until Jan. 
19, one day before he left the 
White House and the letter show­ 
ing the silent partnership of Alton 
Jones in the Gettysburg farm was 
not obtained until after that. E ar­ 
lier columnsr published while Ei­ 
senhower was still President, did 
reveal the silent partnership of 
Allen and Byars in the Gettys­ 
burg farm.

Now, after almost forty years of fun and frolic which 
have provided amusement to the public at large as well as 
for themselves, the light-hearted “Societe des 10 Hommes et 
8 Chevaux" finds itself in the Legion doghouse and threat­ 
ened with excommunication from the parent body. 
The present hulaballoo, which has generated ( onsiderablv 
more heat than light, began when a California post of the 40 
&. 8 Society voted into membership a Legionnaire war hero 
of Oriental extraction. This action was discovered to be in 
violation of the Act of Congress under which The American 
Legion was chartered. 
To clear up this conflict and to put an end to this obviously 
illegal ban against Negroes and Orientals, National Com­ 
mander Martin B. McKneally has requested and received 
authority from the National Executive Committee of The 
Legion at its recent Indianapolis meeting to take “any and 
all measures he may deem necessary". Unless and until the 
word “white" is removed from the eligibility clause of the 
40 6l 8 constitution, the Commander is empowered to pro­ 
hibit the use of The American Legion name by this sub­ 
sidiary organization. 
It is hardly necessary to he a lawyer to appreciate that 
anyone eligible for Legion membership should likewise be 
eligible for membership in any subsidiary orprmiizntion cov­ 
ered by the same charter from the Congress. But this does 
not mean that any Legionnaire should qualify automatically 
as a 40 & H member. As a purely social body within the Le­ 
gion, devoted to camaraderie, fun and games. La Societe des 
Quarante Hommes et Unit Chevaux has the unassailable 
right to decide what Legionnaires it shall or shall not admit 
into its cozy boxcar. As in any other club, those eligible foe 
membership are pursuing no vested right, but a personal 
privilege in seeking admittance into La Voiture. 
It is of the utmost imjiortance to the internal harmony 
and the external effectiveness of The American Legion that 
the American public as well as the nearly three million Leg­ 
ionnaires and 90,000 chevaliers of the 10 & 8 understand 
arid appreciate this distinction.

With delinquent city taxes total­ 
ing slightly over 14 per cent of the 
total of all city taxes, everyone 
agrees the figure is too high and 
that 
some 
solution 
should 
be 
sought. Delinquent or unpaid taxes 
simply m ean that those who do 
pay m ust pay m ore in order to 
m ake up the money of those who

pay.

likes 
to pay his neighbors dues, especial­ 
ly where oftentimes the neighbor 
is m ore able to pay. Three plans 
m ight be effective, it has been sug­ 
gested.

MISSOURI’S INCONSISTENT 
SPEED LAW 


Motorists still are being m u rd ­ 
ered and slaughtered on Missouri 
highways because of our tragical­ 
ly inconsistent speed limit law. it 
perm its cars to travel at the m axi­ 
m um TO miles an hour speed limit 
on stretches of road where 40 or 
45 m ay be the absolute safe speed. 
The most recent Legislature was 
given a restrictive-type lawr spon­ 
sored by the Missouri Highway P a­ 


trol but law m akers hacked away 
at it. 
The present danger which leads 
to practically suicidal types of ac­ 
cidents is that m any of Missouri’* 
highways 
are F ed eral highways, 
tied 
into interstate 
networks 
of 
roads. Federal highways are iden­ 
tifiable by the outlines of a shield 
enclosing the highway 
number. 
U nder Missouri law, all F ederal 
roads carry a 70-mile speed limit 
in daylight hours, and 65 miles at 
night. 
Too m any motorists are taking 
these posted speed limitations as 
suggested 
driving 
speeds, 
even 
though their judgem ent and driv­ 
ing skill should tell them the speed 
is too high on curving, hilly roads 
such as are 
com m on 
to 
m any 
parts of the state. 
All of Missouri’s highways are 
posted with speed limits at curve* 
and on hills, but these Highway 
D epartm ent signs arc only advis­ 
ory and have no legal status. The 
Missouri Highway Patrol and oth­ 
er traffic and safety organizations 
are proposing that the Highway 
D epartm ent nave the right to set 
up legal speed zones. 
One hitch in the State le g is la ­ 
ture i* that some law m akers con­ 
tend that such authority 
resting 
with 
the 
Highway 
D epart merit 
would be an unlawiul delegation of 
power. Yet no better authority for 
fixing spot speed limits exists than 
the Highway D epartm ent in con­ 
junction with the Highway Patrol. 
It is safe to say that every auto­ 
mobile driver on 
Missouri 
high­ 
ways some tim e or another has 
found himself in a tight spot, be­ 
cause 
of excessive 
speed 
under 
limited conditions, his better judg­ 
ment 
tem porarily 
circum vented 
by the 70-mile-an-hour speed limit. 
Two-lane 
highways 
over 
Mis­ 
souri’s rolling hills are sure death 
lanes for the motorist ^vho thinks 
he can safely drive 65 to 70 miles 
an hour. But scores will continue 
to do so, and scores will be listed 
as “ dead on a rriv al” to add to 
Missouri's shocking annual high­ 
way death toll until some agen­ 
cy is given the authority to estab­ 
lish sensible speed regulations.

Seaton, barely had time to issue

instructions

In the order, Ike directed that 
all im porters of residual oil m ust 
sacrifice 15 per cent of their quo­ 
tas for the b en d it of newcomers 
who 
wanted 
to import 
residual 
fuel oil. H ere a re the afterm aths: 
A fterm ath No. 1—Chief benefi­ 
ciary of Ike * order was Gulf Oil, 
whose quota of residual oil was 
upped from 2,000 to about 20.000 
barrels a day. Gulf had sued for 
a larg er share of residual oil im ­ 
ports, but lost the suit. Despite 
this, Ike handed them the extra 
quota.

CITY DELINQUENCIES 
ARE TOO HIGH 
With delinquent city taxes total­ 
ing slightly over 14 per cent of the 
total of all city taxes, everyone 
agrees the figure is too high and 
that 
some 
solution 
should 
be 
sought. Delinquent or unpaid taxes 
simply mean that those who do 
pay must pay more in order to 
make up the money of those who 
do not pay. 
No taxpayer likes 
to pay his neighbors dues, especial­ 
ly where oftentimes the neighbor 
is more able to pay. Three plans 
might be effective, it has been sug­ 
gested. Since most delinquencies 
are on |>ersonal taxes, a law which 
would require a car owner to have 
a paid city tax receipt as well as 


a paid state and county tax re­ 
ceipt before a car license is issued 
would prove as effective for our 
cities as it has for the county and 
state. This probably would require 
an enabling act by the Legisla­ 
ture. Another solution offered in 
last few days ha.* been the plac­ 
ing of a penalty on unpaid city 
taxes after January I, just as is 
done on city or county. A third 
and probably very effective one 
would be the publication of the 
names of all delinquent individuals 
and the amounts owned by them.

MISSOURI'S INCONSISTENT 
SPEED LAW 
Motorists still are being murd­ 
ered and slaughtered on Missouri 
highways because of our tragical­ 
ly inconsistent speed limit law. it 
permits cars to travel at the maxi­ 
mum 70 miles an hour speed limit 
on stretches of road where 40 or 
45 may be the absolute safe speed. 
The most recent Legislature was 
given a restrictive-type law spon­ 
sored by the Missouri Highway Pa­ 


trol but lawmakers hacked away 
at it. 
The present danger which leads 
to practically suicidal types of ac­ 
cidents is that many of Missouri’* 
highways are Federal highway*, 
tied into interstate 
networks 
of 
roads. Federal highways are iden­ 
tifiable by the outlines of a shield 
enclosing the highway 
number. 
Under Missouri law, all Federal 
roads carry a 70-mile speed limit 
in daylight hours, and 65 miles at 
flight. 
Too m a n y motorists are taking 
these posted speed limitations as 
suggested 
driving 
speeds, 
even 
though their judgement and driv­ 
ing skill should tell them the speed 
is too high on curving, hilly road* 
such as are 
common 
to 
many 
parts of the state. 
All of Missouri’s highways are 
posted with speed limits at curve* 
and on hills, but these Highway 
Department signs are only advis­ 
ory and have do legal status. The 
Missouri Highway Patrol and oth­ 
er traffic and safety organizations 
are proposing that the Highway 
Department have the right to set 
up legal speed zones. 
One hitch in the State Legisla­ 
ture is that some lawmakers con­ 
tend that such authority resting 
with 
the 
Highway 
Depart meat 
would be an unlawful delegation of 
power. Yet no better authority for 
fixing spot speed limits exists than 
the Highway Department in con­ 
junction with the Highway Patrol.

laries. 
Tile order was signed by Ike 
three 
days 
beiore 
he 
left 
the 
White House, was rushed to the 
Interior 
Department 
where 
his 
secretary of the 
interior, 
Fred 
Seaton, barely had time to issue 
the 
procedural 
instructions 
on 
Jan. 19, just as ike was exiting 
to private Ufa. 
In the order, Ike directed that 
all importers of residual oil must 
sacrifice 15 per cent of their quo­ 
tas for the benefit of newcomers 
who 
wanted 
to import 
residual 
fuel oil. Here are the aftermaths: 
Aftermath No. I—Chief benefi­ 
ciary of Ike s order was Gulf Oil, 
whose quota of residual oil was 
tipped Irom 2,0U0 to about 20,UUU 
barrels a day.

Far more important, this col­ 
umn can now reveal that Alton 
Jones has been one of the silent 
partners in paying the expenses 
of the Eisenhower farm. 
In previous columns it was dis­ 
closed that the expenses of the 
Gettysburg farm had been paid 
by B. G. “Billy” Byars, promi­ 
nent Texas oilman, anti George 
Alien, Ike's close friend and also 
an oil investor.

W. Alton Jones Funds. 
“ I bought an exceptionally fine 
cow, a daughter of Eva’s Bando­ 
lier Lad, Karama family at the 
Tfiomasville sale, but I can han­ 
dle her purchase price from our 
normal Gyrating funds. We have 
sold 4 
steers 
recently 
for 30 Va 
cents lb, and wil have some more 
to sell soon. 
“With warm regards to all of 
you.” 
In toe left-hand corner of the 
letter i» a notation that a carbon 
copy is being sent to W. Alton 
Jones. 
Repeated attempts were made 
to contact Mr. Jones over a pe­ 
riod of two weeks for his com­ 
ment on these and other matters. 
None was forthcoming.

was still in the White House. The 
answer is that his executive or­ 
der was not published until Jan. 
19, one day before he left the 
White House and the letter show­ 
ing the silent partnership of Alton 
Jones In the Gettysburg farm wa* 
not obtained until after that. Ear­ 
lier columnar published while Ei­ 
senhower was still President, did 
reveal toe silent partnership of 
Alien and Byars in the Gettys­ 
burg farm. 
It may have been that the Jan. 
19 order was completely justified, 
but no president should put him­ 
self under obligation to the oil in­ 
dustry when he has to pass on 
orders of this kind. 
The important fact, which many 
people may have forgotten is that 
no president of the United States 
has done more for oil and ga* 
than Eisenhower. Meanwhile he 
had tore silent partners in his 
Gettysburg farm, two of them big 
oilmen, one of them less so.

cision giving offshore oil to the

White House and which wrote a 
report recommending natural ga* 
legislation removing gas pipelines 
from control of the Federal Pow­ 
er Commission. Then when toe 
gas bill was stained with such 
scandal by toe attempted bribery 
of Senator Case of bouto Dakota 
that toe bill was vetoed, the Pres­ 
ident announced that he
